GS»R.8HKE^—'Whereas the draft of Jaggery Grading and Marking Rules, 200ft, in 
exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Agricultural Produce (Grading and 
Marking) Act, 1937 (1 of 1937) was published vide notification G,S,R.35, dated 21^ 
February,2008, in the Gazene of India, Pari [I, Section 3, sub-section (i) inviting 
objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby within forty five 
days from the date on which copies of the said notification published in the Gazette of 
India were made available to the public. 

And whereas copies of the said notification were made available to the public on 
25 April, 2008 and whereas the objections and suggestions received from the public in 
respect of the said draft rules have been duly considered. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the 
Agricultural Produce (Grading and Marking) Act, 1937, and in supersession of Sugarcane 
Gur (Jaggery) Grading and Marking Rule,!943, the Central Government hereby makes 
the following rules, namely:- 

RULES 


1 . Short title, application and commencement. - (1) These rules may be called the 
Jaggery Grading and Marking Rules, 2008. 

(2) They shall apply to Jaggery obtained from Sugarcane, Palmyra palm, Date 
palm or Coconut palm. 

(3) They shall come into force on the date of their final publication in the Official 
Gazerie. 

2, Deltnitions.- In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires - 

a) “ Agricultural Marketing Advisef* means the Agricultural Marketing 
Adviser to the Government of India; 

b) Authorized packer” rneacs a person or body of person;^ who has been 
granted the certificate of auihorizadon to grade and mark Jaggery in 
accordance with the grade standards and procedure prescribed underthe 
rules; 

c) "^Certificate of Authorization” means a certificate Issued under the 
provisions of General Grading and Marking Rules, 1988 authorizing a 
pereon or a body of persons to grade and mark Jaggery with the grade 
designation mark; 

d) ""General Grading and Marking Rules” means the General Grading and 
Marking Rules, 1988 made under section 3 of the Agricultural Produce 
(Grading and Marking) Act, 1937 (1 of 1937); 
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e) “Schedule” means a Schedule af^iended to these rules. 

3. Grade designatJoji* - The grade designation to indicate the quality of the Jaggery 
shall be as set out in column 1 of Schedule II. 

4. Quality. - The qualify indicated by the respective grade designations shall be as 
mentioned in Schedule IT 

5. Grade designmtloii marlL - The grade designation mark shall consist of “AGMARK 
INSIGNIA” consisting of the desi gn inoorpoiating the certificate of aitbori nation huniber, 
the word “AGMARK” name of the commodity and grade designation resembltog the 
one as set out in Schedule 1. 

6. Method of maiiuiig: - (I) The grade designation mark shall be securely aifiiced to or 
clearly and indelibly printed on each contajner in a manner approved by the Agricultural 
Marketing Adviser; 

(2) In addition to the grade designation mark, the following particulars shall be 
clearly and indelibly marked on each container,- 

(a) name emd address of the packer; 

(b) place of packing/ManufBN^turing; 

(c) date of packing; * 

(d^ BEST BEFORE.....MONTHS AND YEAR: 

(e) lot/batch numbei/Codc No,, 

(f) any other local name denoting the form, if any; 

<g) texture (optional); 

(h) grade; 

(i) net weight, 

(j) maximum retail price (inclusive of all taxes); 

(k) any other particulars as may be specified by the Agricultural Marketing 
Adviser or Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955. 

* The date of packing abali be the date of completioii of the analysis of the sample. 

(3) In case of hard Jaggery containing less than 4 percent moisture and having a 
Suciose content not below 80 perceni by weight the word “Hard” may be stamped on the 
label 

(4) The ink used for marking on packages shall be of such quality which may not 
contaminate the product. 

(5) The authorized packer may, after obtaining prior approval of the Agricultural 
Marketing Adviser or an officer authorized by him in this behalf mark his private trade 
mark or trade brand on the graded pack^s provided that the same does not indicate 
quality other than that indicated by the grade designation mark affixed to the container 
in accordance with these rules, 

7. Method of packing;- (I) Jaggery shafl be packed only in sound, clean and dry 
containers made of jute with or wlthouf-^ suitable inner lining of food grade material tin 
containers laminated polyethylene or poly propylene or high density polyethylene bags, 
pouches if required, or any other food grade material, duly approved by the Agricultural 
Marketing Adviser or any officer authorized by him in this beh^f 

(2) The container shall be free ftom any insect infestation or fongus 
contamination and also ftee from any undosirabie or obnoxious smell 
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(3) The cotitsuTier shali be s^ure[y c[osed and sealed in a mamiefr approved by 
the AgricuJiurai Marketing Adviser or an oificer authorized by him in this behalf. 

(4) Each package shall contain Jaggery of one grade designation only. Suitabie 
number or small packets of Jaggery eontaming graded material of the same lot or hatch 
and grade designation may be packed in a master comainer such as jute bags, piaJm mats, 
bamboo boxes or mats^ cardboard cartons, etc, with details on master containers, 

^5) ThQ Jaggeiy shall be packed in the pack sizes as pet instmctions of 
Agricultural Marketing Adviser issued frOTH lime to time, 

(6) Jaggeiy of gr;^uJar texture shaJl be packed sepa/^tely from Jaggery with 
smooth texture. 

Special eoudilioms for grant of certificate of autborization,- 

(1) In addition to the conditions specified in sub-rule (8) of rule 3 of the General 
Grading and Marking Rules, every authorised packec shall foJJbw all 
instructions prescribed by Agricultural marketing Adviser fmm time lo time, 

(2) The authorized packer shall either set up his own iaboratofy or have access Co State 
Grading Laboratories or Private Commercial Laboratories manned by a qualified 
chemist approved by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an officer authorized by 
him in this behalf in accordance with rule 9 of the General Grading and Marking 
Itules, 1988 for testing ihe quality Of Jaggery, 

(3) The premises for processing, grading and packing shah be noaintained in 
perfect hygienic and sanitary condillons aod should be fly proof. The 
personnel engaged In ihese operations shall be in sound health and f^e from 
any infeclion contagious or communicable diseases. 

(4) The premises shall have adequate storage facilities with pucca floor, 
ventilation and free from rodent and insect infestation.
